Don’t think it’s all over! 

A NYONE JUST counting off the days till June 10th and 
then expecting a long relaxing summer holiday will be 
disappointed to hear of the existence of a memo from 
Tony Blair, taken away by Labour MPs leaving Westminster 
for the Easter recess. 

They’ve been told to go back to their constituencies and prepare 
for an October General Election! So unfortunately, far from things 
being over on June 10th, they will only just be beginning. 

The Prime Minister sees Labour support dropping like a stone, 
but the only crumb of comfort is that it’s not going to the Tories. 
If he cuts and runs for an election in the Autumn, Labour might 
just scrape home for a third term. 

It has been a great month for the British National Party with two 
encouraging by-election results, a much higher media profile, a 
string of highly successful meetings and most important of all, the 
necessary money raised for the party to fight a thoroughly profes¬ 
sional European Election campaign. 

Freedom and the 12 Regional Websites continue to be swamped 
by correspondence - 150 emails a day and 200 letters a week. 
Any newspaper editor will tell you that this is the sign that your 
message is getting through, and being well received. It is a very 
exciting time to be involved in nationalist politics. 

From all the reports received this month my favourite concerns an 
anti-BNP meeting in Wakefield, and Yorkshire’s Equality Officer, 
Nesar Rafiq. When some local BNP members turned up to monitor 
proceedings, it really upset Nesar and he told the Yorkshire Post: 
“What I have seen here tonight has really frightened me. These 
people now think it is safe to come out of the woodwork. People 
are standing here tonight and saying: ‘We are the BNP’!” 

Nesar had been brainwashed to believe that BNP supporters 
were racist, nazi, football thugs. 

When actually meeting members of the British National Party for 
the first time, it was a bit of a shock to see them as ordinary British 
people, just very worried about the future of their country. 

This all reminds me of a TV series from the 1970s called ‘V’. In 
the final scene, one of the most attractive main characters of the 
episode would ‘un-zip’ their skin and reveal a revolting extra¬ 
terrestial lizard. The camera always captured the horrified faces 
of any onlookers. It must have been the same for Nesar. He was 
aghast to see his football thug image of the BNP ‘un-zipped’ 
and replaced by a concerned mother and wife asking questions 
about her children’s future.
